With regards to the arguments presented on pages 10-12 of the Remarks section, the Examiner notes that said arguments are 
substantially similar to previously submitted arguments and as such the Applicant is encouraged to review the Examiner's previous 
responses to the arguments. With regards to the arguments presented on pages 14-17 of the Remarks section, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees that the test case data in the Schaefer reference was not equivalent to the test specification data as claimed by the 
Applicant. Specifically looking at Independent claim 61 and dependent claim 62, Applicant claims extracting test specification data that 
for example could include one of a listing of tests including test sequence, a test description, or test conditions. Schaefer clearly teaches 
importing test data via the data input component from a structured spreadsheet file into the previously created data tables stored in the 
database (Paragraphs 53 & 105). Schaefer also clearly teaches wherein the test data in the tables describe one or more test cases, 
which define the sequences or paths of transitions that the software program takes during execution (Paragraph 50). The test case data 
also could include test sequence (Paragraph 50: "sequences or paths"; Paragraph 96: "number of times to sequentially execute"), test 
description (Paragraph 96: "enter a description for the test case M ), and test conditions (Paragraph 50 "define sequences.... during 
execution"; Pages 8-9: "Inputting Data for a Test Case"). The Examiner believes that as currently claimed, the limitations of the claims 
are taught by the Schaefer reference. . 
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
